This question can never 
tied along political lines. There 
have been two prominent parties 
ice the birth of our nation, 
except a brief period during th« 
administration of James Monroe, 
when there was practically but one.

The laboring men, in certain 
calities, have frequently attempted 
to regulate their social troubles by 
striking.
